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AS OFFERED IO IHE 


Copies of Resolution Forwarded to Ten Thous­ 
and Feople, Who Will Pass Them on to Con­ 
gressmen — Constitution of Organization De­ 
clares for Preservation of German Language 
and German Culture. 


Chicago^ June ll .—Thfe German- 
American Citizens league, a national 
organization of voters of German de­ 
scent, is opposing the league of na­ 
tions anti the peace term s made to 
Germany by the Baris peace confer- 
« nee, and has sent out 10,000 printed 
protests to members and friends of 
the organization to be signed and for­ 
warded to United States senators and 
members of the house of representa­ 
tives. 
This was tile information given out 
by Dr. Herman Gerhard, secretary 
and organizer of the league, which 
was formed in Chicago, June 9, 1918, 
und now has 7200 members, and, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Gerhard, is rapidly 
increasing. 
A copy of the protest sent to 10,000 
people to be forwarded to members of 
the United States congress 
read 
as 
follows: 
"A h one of 
your 
constituents 
I 
earnestly request that you use your 
best endeavors to prevent the United 
.States from joining the league of na­ 
tions as proposed, as it is dangerous 
to our interests und sacred principles. 
I also protest against 
the 
peace 
t« rms, so far officially published, be­ 
cause they are brutal and inhuman 
and opposite of the 14 poults solemnly 
declared by President Wilson and will 
certainly bear germs for new wars 
and bloodshed.” 
The protest makes no mention of 
the fact tlyit it was issued by the 
German-American citizens league. 
A 
larger “protest 
resolution” 
bearing 
the letterhead of the organization and 
giving the names of the officers was 
also sent out broadcast over the Uni­ 
ted .States. Mr, Gerhard said. 
in part, the protest declares: 
"The peace treaty is now published. 
It is the exact reverse from what 
President Wilson has promised the 
world. 
The confidence in President 
WU on and his word by the starving 
German people has been deceived in 
the most shameful manner through 
the Spirit of revenge and desire of 
annihilation by our allies. 
The prin­ 
ciples of true democracy have been 
tram pled upon. 
The American peo­ 
ple appear before the world as hypo­ 
crites and its honor is at stake, should 
it consent to this barbarian peace 
treaty, which certainly 
bears 
the 
germ of a new w ar and bloodshed. 
“ Therefore, we American 
citizens 
protest most 
emphatically 
against 
this peace treaty and ask our con­ 
gress at W ashington to 
refuse 
to 
.sanction or to approve this 
act of 
wild spirit of revenge and avarice.” 
This resolution is signed by Ferd 
W alther, president of the league, and 
also by Dr. Gerhard. 
Dr. Gerhard denied that tho pres­ 
ent league hail any connection with 
the 
former 
German-American 
al­ 
liance. 
He said the German-Ameri- 
can Alliance was a non-political or­ 
ganization, while the present body is 
a national political organization. 
Dr. 
Gerhard stated that he was the or­ 
ganizer of the German branch of the 
American embargo conference which 
in 1916 sent 150,000 
telegram s 
to 
congress to protest against the ship­ 
ment of arm s to the foes of Ger­ 
many. 
This was done, he said, on 
the ground that the United States 
was a neutral nation und should be 
hum anitarian. 
He also organized the 
Nebraska branch 
of 
the 
Gennan 
American alliance at 
Lincoln, 
Neb., 
which had a throng organization be­ 
fore the war and was former editor 
of the Freie Presse, published at Lin­ 
coln, which he said probably had the 
largest circulation 
of 
any German- 
language paper in the United States, 
lb* was also instrumental, he stated, 
in forming 
German-American 
citi­ 
zens' clubs over Nebraska. 
Dr. Gerhard declared that he was 
"against the allies and is yet against 
them, and would be as long as he 
lived, because he knew English his­ 
tory not as it is taught, but as it 
really is.” 
He stated that he became an Amer­ 
ican citizen 26 years ago und spent 
from 1902 to 1909 in Germany. 
He 
was educated in Germany. 
Referring again to 
the 
German- 
American league (the

been dropped) he said that the or­ 
ganization does not expect to build up 
a new party, but it expect* to inter­ 
est itself in national politics. 
The 
organization will not support 
any 
political party, he continued, but he 
said thalt it would “be for the right 
man in the right place.” 
The constitution of the organiza­ 
tion, which is printed in German and 
Which IM Gerhard translated for the 
representative of the press, declares 
for the preservation of the German 
language and German culture, for the 
teaching of German and the preserva­ 
tion of the German language press.

STEADY FLOW MONEY

INTO TEXAS NOTED 


Austin, June ll .—Figures compiled 
in the secretary of state department 
discloses there has been a steady flow 
of out-of-state capital into Texas dur­ 
ing the past several months.

number of permits issued by the de­ 
partm ent recently show that charters 
granted 
to 
foreign 
corporations 
greatly exceed home concerns char­ 
tered under the law's of Texas. None 
of the newly chartered out-of-state 
companies have a capital stock of less 
than $100,000 and many are capitaliz­ 
ed at as high as $5,000,000. The m a­ 
jority of the 
foreign 
corporations 
were organized under the laws of 
Delaware and Oklahoma.

LEAGUE NOW 


Although the allied reply to 
German counter proposals is still 
lacking in 
important 
features, 
hope was officially expressed af­ 
ter the meeting of the council of 
four Tuesday afternoon 
that 
a 
decision will be reached in a com­ 
paratively short time. Elsewhere, 
however, it ie indicated that con­ 
siderable time may elapse before 
the treaty is again submitted to 
the enemy delegation. 
France is standing out against 
the immediate admission of Ger­ 
many to the league of nations be­ 
cause of her arrogant attitude* 
although it is stated that France 
is not opposed to Germany’s ad­ 
mission at a later date. 
Advices state that the repara­ 
tions clauses have 
been 
agreed 
upon in principle, but that the 
fixed sum Germany must pay is 
not indicated. 
It is believed the reply will be 
short and will cover generally all 
German proposals, followed by 
reports showing why the 
allies 
cannot grant specific requests. 


REFUSE GERMAN MANDATE. 
Paris, June ll .—The reply to Ate 
German 
counter-proposals as so far 
agreed upon by the peace conference 
heads refuses the German request for 
a mandate for the former German 
colonies. 
This fact was learned to­ 
day. 
Lenghty memorandum gives rea­ 
sons for the refusal and explains the 
operations of the league on colonial 
.matters. 
Reparation portion of reply 
has also been completed. The te x t it­ 
self is unchanged, but reply assures 
Germany regarding methods of re­ 
parations process, explaining it ae 
workable arrangement*. 
President Wilson fought strenuous­ 
ly to include a fixed total sum in 
the reparations clause, and he is un­ 
changed in the belief that it is the 
best plan. 
It is understood, however, 
that the president said inasmuch as 
Premier Clemenceau insisted to the 
contrary, and also signed the original 
draft, Wilson would sign the reply as 
formulated. 


LABOO CONVENTION 


TIME TO DBV LAWS 


Atlantic City, June l l —Prohibition 
seems destined to occupy much time 
of the American federation of labor 
convention the next few days, if the 
number of resolutions introduced are 
any indication. 
Several are said by 
delegates to deal with proposals to 
retain light wines and beers, and one 
provides that the entire convention 
proceed to \K ashington and partici­ 
pate in a great labor demonstration 
in front of the capitol. 


Washington, June ll. 
former secretary of state, voluntarily

I the matter now stands, the argument 
of the expanding system tof high­ 
ways seems likely to gain increasing 
force as time goes on. 
With it w ill 
be placed the need of closer railroad 
connection with Texas and the Pa­ 
cific southwest, to which the Missis­ 
sippi river has always added a dif­ 
ficulty not encountered in 
railroad 
connections north and east. Even rail 
connection to local points down river 
from New Orleans would be greatly 
benefited if a bridge should be pro­ 
vided, since the river rail line is on 
the west side. 
It seems reasonable, 
therefore, to expect that in due time 
New' Orleans will deal with this ques­ 
tion as she has so well dealt with 
others affecting her status as a great 
business center.

BRIDGING THE LOWER 
MISSISSIPPI. 


The 
Christian 
Science 
Monitor 
says that 
communities 
along 
the 
lower reaches of the Mississippi river 
are a.rtir with new' interest in road 
building. 
They have 
reached 
the 
stage w'here highways seem neces­ 
sary, and where a skiff or canoe on 
the river can no longer compete in 
their favor with an automobile equal­ 
ly serviceable in all directions on land. 
In particular, the parishes in north­ 
eastern Louisiana are just now’ begin­ 
ning to show some earnest of a real 
good roads movement. 
Some have 
already six figures 
for 
permanent 
road work, and others are getting 
ready bo vote similarly in the coming 
month. 
A commendable feature of 
their projects is that they look to­ 
ward such a junction with the good 
roads built through Missouri and A r ­ 
kansas that a main line will eventual­ 
ly be provided southward through 
northeastern Louisiana to a point on 
the river opposite Natchez, Missis­ 
sippi. 
Other districts more to the 
south are agitating the subject, and 
if the money now available or on the 
Way is effectively used. there will be, 
before many years, a fairly complete 
system of good highways from the 
northern edge of Louisiana, down 
through the central and eastern sec­ 
tion to the neighborhood of New Or­ 
leans. 
New Orleans, however, is on the 
left, or east, bunk of the grout river, 
whereas those parts 
of the 
mate 
where the highway system is being 
most extensively developed are on the 
west bank. 
It is not strange, there­ 
fo re, that talk is already being heard 
of the eminent desirability of a new 
bridge. 
Other bridges there are over 
the Mississippi, hut must of them are 
in the northern part of the country, 
whi re the river is generally narrower 
and the demand broader. 
'I here are 
fewer than eight bridges above St. 
Louis, but between that city and the 
mouth of the river not one, except at 
Memphis, in Tennessee. 
Near the St. 
Louis bridge the Mississippi is about 
3500 feet abroad, while at New’ Or­ 
leans it is confined within consider­ 
ably less space. 
The current, huw- 
ever averages a rapidity 
equal 
to 
about sixty-five miles per day ut the 
Crescent City, and the building of a 
• bridge would be a Considerable under­ 
taking, particularly since the rise and 
fall o f the stream cove ii something 
over thirty feet. 
For the present, the city itself ap­ 
pears to be showing no marked inter­ 
est in the bring© proposal. 
Probably 
if its urban growth had directed itself 
toward Die farther bank, the demand 
for so m e more intimate connection 
ti in that afforded by the terry sys­ 
tem would have taken definite form 
b* fore now. 
The grow th of New' Or­ 
leans, however, has been along its 
own side of the river, and away from 
it toward Lake I’unchart rain, where 
thoro is still ample room for indus­ 
trial Hind residential expansion. Thus

At this time there is much talk 
about anarchists, 
in

The two attempts to bomb

The remedy of anarchy lies in the 
political freedom that prevails in this 
country, and while there is much to be 
Imped in the way of the purification 
of the ballot, and the education of 
the masses to a realization of their 
responsibility as voters, yet it cannot 
be gainsaid that any reform can be 
peaceably accomplished when the ma­ 
jority of the people want it. 
Only those who do not understand 
the spirit of the nation and its insti­ 
tutions resort to violence instead of 
to the means provided under the con­ 
stitution and the laws for the equit­ 
able adjustment of wrongs. 
Under 
the majority system, there is no pub­ 
lic grievance that cannot be removed 
in an orderly manner, even if some­ 
times it may appear that political, 
social, or economic evils persist de­ 
spite all efforts to remove them. Such 
faults as are found in the govern­ 
ment of the United States are remov­ 
able by the application of remedies 
which have' their source in public 
opinion. 
The people can bear with 
defects 
in 
government 
or remove 
them if they will only apply the prop­ 
er means, means that are within their 
own grasp. 
Knowing this, the American people 
have little sympathy for the so-called 
“Red,” and are not tolerant of his 
methods. 
Ignorance of this leads ter­ 
rorists to enter upon adventures that 
i-an end only in their own hurt. Free­ 
dom and antarchism are antipathetic, 
and for this simple reason anarch­ 
ism, while it may occasionally assert 
its presence, as have other isms of 
similar character in the past, it seems 
unlikely that it can ever find sus­ 
tenance or take root in the United 
States. 


HAVE YOU A REMEDY? 
There is something fundamentally 
wrong. 
When this country, the freest 
country on th** globe is subjected to 
bomb outrages; when strikes tie up 
cities and paralyze industries there is 
something radically wrung with the 
fundamentals. 
Men don’t go suddenly Berserk and 
take their lives in their hands by 
throwing bombs; men don’t strike and 
go through the danger and depriva­ 
tions that strikes bring to the major­ 
ity of those who strike unless they 
have been worked up to a high pitch 
of indignation and resentment. 
Tuesday the 
whole 
nation 
w’as 
hocked by the news of the attempt­ 
ed destruction by bombs of a number 
of Die leading men of the nation. 
Righteous 
indignation 
ran 
high 
w’hen th** news was flashed over the 
country and many demanded that the 
authorities take drastic 
means 
to 
stamp out the men of this type. 
That all men of this type should 
be stamped out can not be question­ 
ed; that men who bring on strikes 
and tie up the wheels of industry 
should be stumped out is also plain, 
but the great question is not what 
should be done, but how to do it. 
You < n’t n * omplish g o o d by doing 
a wrong. 
You can’t stop the dis­ 
ease that makes anarchists and strik­ 
ers by killing off a few bomb throw­ 
ers. 
Every man who is guilty of 
bomb throwing should be treated as 
a dangerous animal, but hanging and 
electrocuting won’t stop the disease 
that makes anarchists. 
It is often asserted that the doc­ 
trine of anarchy has no place in this 
country. 
Such an assertion Is true, 
anarch) and anarchists have no right 
to exist in this free land but that they 
do, is too evident for comfort. 
When 
the most influential and prominent 
men of our country are endangered by 
the activities of men who touch and 
live anarchy, it it time for all those 
who have the welfare of themselves, 
as VK .‘ll ai the welfare of others at 
h< art to do some serious thinking

In many ways the United States is 
experiencing a greater degree of pros­ 
perity than ever before known, yet 
there are strikes and discontent and 
unrest and turmoil throughout 
tht 
length and breath of the land. 
The 
fruit of such conditions is a swarm 
of * bomb 
throwers 
and 
wrild-eyed 
anarchists. 
This is a government by 
popular 
vote and every man has a right to 
express his preference at the ballot, 
yet, as was evidenced at the last elec­ 
tion in Texas, May 24, less than one- 
fourth of the qualified voters of the 
state exercised this privilege, or this 
duty, which ever you may consider it. 
There were matters of vital import­ 
ance to be decided by the election on 
the 24th yet only one fourth of the 
voters of Texas had enough interest 
in the results to gio and vote. 
Not less than 400,000 voters re­ 
mained at home on election day. 
Why is this? 
Why will not the 
people vote on matters that directly 
effect their personal welfare? 
These 
same people who will not vote howd 
and kick and curse the government? 
It gets us no where to say they 
should vote and that they should not 
curse the government. It is true they 
should not, but they do it. The great 
question is to find w’hat caused them 
to take so little interest at a time 
when they could have had a voice in 
how things were run and then resort 
to such acts when their 
acts 
and 
w'ords will only react against them. 
IS it because the people of this 
country are ignorant? 
lf so then it 
behooves us to see that they are bet­ 
ter educated. 
Secretary Morrison, of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor offers one 
solution for preventing future bomb 
outrages. 
He says that he can un­ 
derstand why the nihilist of Russia 
used bombs, but this method can have 
no place in American institutions. 
And when it is used it is our pa­ 
triotic duty to inquire why. 
“For years the trade union move­ 
ment has urged the restriction of 
immigration, but the workers were 
opposed by steamship companies, the 
steel trust and other employers of 
labor, who stimulated immigration at 
the rate of 1,000,000 persons a year. 
Many of these immigrants were herd­ 
ed in large cities or other industrial 
centers. 
They were encouraged to 
use their own language and to per­ 
petuate traditions of 
their 
mother 
mother country. 
At election time in 
innumerable instances they voted en 
bloc and if they would organize a 
trade union or suspended work to stop 
exploitation they were enjoined, club­ 
bed and jailed. 
This is an old story 
in West Virginia, Colorado, Pennsyl­ 
vania and elsewhere. 
“What can Americanism mean to 
those people? 
They do not even un­ 
derstand 
our 
language. 
To them 
Americanism means a petty boss and 
low’ wages. 
They know nothing of 
our theory of government. This coun­ 
try is now reaping the result of its 
immigration policy—or lack of policy 
—during all these years.” 
Is there any one in Bryan w’ho has 
a solution, ora remedy ? I f so let them 
give it, so that others may consider 
the suggestion, and may be so from 
different views a plan can be worked 
out whereby this unrest can be quell­ 
ed.

Austin, June 9.—It is now assured 
^ that the small grain crops of Texas 
i will be the largest this season in the 
history of the state. 
Harvesting of 
wheat and oats is in full blast, and in 
the more southern part of the state 
threshing is wrell under way. 
With a 
much larger acreage of these grains 
than ever before and with an excep­ 
tionally favorable winter and spring 
for their growth, the yield will be 
many millions of bushels above any 
previous record. 
This is particularly true as to oats, 
which W’ill easily give a total produc­ 
tion of more than 50,000,000 bushels 
above the greatest year’s yield here- 
tolore. 
It is now estimated that the 
wheat production of Texas this year 
may run as high as 50,000,000 bush­ 
els, which is approximately double 
the highest previous year’s record. 
Although the rains in some locali­ 
ties have been 
excessive, 
causing 
some rust, on the whole the oats and 
wheat are in perfect condition for 
harvesting. 
There is such a demand 
for harvesting and threshing { ma­ 
chines that the dealers are unable to 
fill orders promptly. 
So far there is 
no great scarcity of field labor. 
Besides the oats and grain crops, 
the corn yield will be far above any 
previous 
year’s 
production. 
This 
crop is now* practically made in the 
central and southern parts of the 
state. 
Timely precipitation will be 
needed to assure an abundant yield of 
corn in the more northern part of 
Texas. 
It 
is indicated, 
however, 
from reports from various sections 
that the yield of this grain will be 
many million bushels above that of 
any previous year. 
In VV'est Texas an enormous acre­ 
age of kaffir corn, milo maize and 
feterita is now being planted. These 
grains have of late years come into 
very large use as stock feed, particu­ 
larly upon the larger ranches. 
In the gulf coast region of Texas 
the acreage planted to rice this year 
is said th be fully 25 per cent larger 
than last season. 
While it is too 
early to make any estimate as to this 
crop, everything points to 
a 
very 
successful year. 
Earlier estimates that the cotton 
acreage of th** state had been de­ 
creased approximately 20 per cent 
have been substantiated by reports 
from various counties where the sta­ 
ple is grown. 
The condition of the 
plants is not at all satisfactory. While 
the stand was good, excessive rains 
have brought on 
insect 
pests that 
are doing much damage in some lo­ 
calities. 
The fields are also becom­ 
ing grassy. 
With a two or three weeks’ period 
of settled weather, however, mere 
may be a big improvement 
in 
the 
condition of the grow ing crop. Com­ 
plaint is made of the lack of laborers 
for chopping and 
cultivating 
the 
plants. Inability to obtain Mexican la­ 
borers from Rio Grande border points 
has produced an acute situation upon 
many of the 
plantation 
of South 
Texas, where heretofore this charac­ 
ter of help has been exclusively used. 
Many of the smaller money mak­ 
ing crops are already bringing finan­ 
cial returns to the farmers. The Ber­ 
muda onion crop has been marketed, 
and in the Laredo section 
alone 
it 
brought gross receipts amounting to 
approximately $1,000,000. 
Watermelon shipments are now go­ 
ing forward to northern and eastern 
markets from South 
Texas 
points. 
Big prices are being received for the 
melons. 
Shipments 
of 
cantaloupes 
and various other products will goop 
begin. 
Peanuts are 
being 
commercially 
grown in nearly every part of the 
state this year. Their production has 
been encouraged by cotton seed oil 
mills which have entered largely into 
the industry of manufacturing pea­ 
nut oil and by-products. So extensive

age of range cattle but ranchmen are 
stocking up their properties as rap­ 
idly as possible. 
The same is trqe 
as to the sheep industry, w’hich of 
recent years has shown a wonderful 
development. 
While the marvelous development 
of the oil industry in a big area of 
Texas is contributing very much to 
the building trades activities, there 
is an unusual amount of work be­ 
ing done along these lines in the 
cities and towns as well as the rural 
communities outside of the oil produc­ 
ing fields.
